Mrs CC. McFarlane, 11 Brook St, Burton on the Wolds. 
(speaking for the Parish Council) will say :- 


The Parish Council decided after considerable discussion that its 
representations to this Enquiry should be concerned primarily with the 
direct effect of the proposal on the villagers and, whilst acknowledging 
the importance of such, should not attempt to duplicate the more 
technical approach of Charnwood Borough Council. 


With this in mind it is proposed to deal with four areas of major 
concern in the Parish. 


1. The North Wolds Plan. 

2. The impact which the proposed Development would have on road 
conditions in Burton on the Wolds. 

3. The effect on the rural environment at the eastern end of the 
village. 

4, The fears about the effect on the brook running through the village 
and the increased possibility of flooding. 


Dealing with these matters in more detail the following points are of 
considerable concern to the residents. 


1. The North Wolds Plan, 


The Plan identified areas to be developed within the village and was 
formulated by the Planning Authority in consultation with the residents 
and the Parish Council. There was considerable opposition at the time to 
even the scale of building then proposed. However, criticism was 
withdrawn as the Plan was to provide a framework for the future 
development of the village until 1991 at the earliest. 


Vithout doubt people have bought homes in Burton on the Wolds on the 
basis of this Plan. They wanted to live in a village in which the size 
and structure had been developed and confirmed. Many people have moved 
to the village since 1979 for these precise reasons, including one 
family who having carefully researched the situation, moved to the 
village during the past 12 months to escape a large and unexpected 
development - approved in the national interest - in their previous 
village. 


The most recent development, next to the Greyhound Inn, off Melton 

Road, consisting of 44 houses is vast in comparison with previous 
building permitted within the Wolds Plan. Nevertheless,the people buying 
these houses could reasonably expect the Plan to protect the northern 
aspect of their site. Clearly, it takes time to integrate and assimilate 
people into a village community (which 1s what we seek to preserve). 
With the addition of potentially another 60 houses we shall no longer be 
a village but shall have become a ‘growth centre’. I should point out 
that the scale of the proposed development would increase the size of 
the village by about 20%. 


2. Road conditions, 


There are two main points of concern here, these being the effect on 
traffic conditions on the main road through the village (B676) and 
secondly the inevitable problems which would arise in Brook Street, 
Seymour Road and at the already dangerous village centre crossroads. 


On the B676 road traffic would be considerably increased. A recent 
survey reported to the Parish council put peak hour traffic at 550 
vehicles per hour, of which approximately 15% were heavy lorries. The 
proposed development could inject more than 100 additional cars onto the 
road, most of them at peak times. It is appreciated that the road, as 
designated, can theoretically take this volume of traffic. However, our 
local knowledge of the situation indicates quite clearly that this is 
not the case. For instance, there is a presumption that traffic will be 
moving at around 30 mph. This is manifestly false as evidenced by recent 
Police checks made on the Road at the request of the Parish Council, 
following complaints from residents, when 40 drivers were reported for 
speeding during two 2 hour (off peak) speed checks. 


A further cause for serious concern is the necessity for school children 
from both Souters Lane and the Clarke Homes development adjacent to the 
Greyhound Inn, to cross the B676 at peak hours close to the access 
point of the proposed development, because there is no footpath on the 
south side of the road between the Greyhound Inn and the village centre. 
At this point the visibility is restricted by traffic entering and 
leaving the village petrol station and, on the other side of the road, 
the Clarke's Development referred to above. 


Any additional traffic on Brook Street and Seymour Road will exacerbate 
existing parking and access prdblems. A gnificant proportion of houses 
already have two cars and insuff off-road parking. Traffic 
generated by the proposed develo t would doubtless spread beyond the 
parking spaces provided. At weekende\Brook Street and Seymour Road are 
already badly congested. Bréok Street\for most of its length is only 
4,8 metres wide. ; 


At the village centre traffic conditions are frequently chaotic - 
remember this is the centre of a rural village,not a city centre - and 
there are frequently collisions which fortunately have not, so far, 
resulted in loss of life. However, the increasing numbers of children 
crossing must inevitably bring a serious accident closer. Clearly it is 
the duty of the Parish Council, with its knowledge of local conditions, 
to try and prevent this.

As this 
building had been within the provisions of the North Wolds Plan the 
Parish Council had not objected in principle although they had expressed 
strong reservations about the density in some cases and grave concern 
about traffic implications in others. 


At the Special Parish Meeting, mentioned above, attended by more than 
120 people, a resolution was passed instructing the Parish Council to 
write to Charnwood Borough Council stating the strong opposition of the 
Meeting to this Planning Application, the approval of which would make a 
mockery of forward planning. At the Annual Parish Meeting held some 
weeks later, attended by a similar number of residents, the Parish 
Council was instructed to register its objection to the Application. It 
should be mentioned here that when the Parish Council originally decided 
not to object to the Application only three of the six members for 
Burton Ward were present and they were, at that time, completely unaware 
of the strength of public opposition, 


The large attendances at the public meetings from so small a village 
clearly demonstrates the strength of feeling in the village against this 


Application, which I am here to express on behalf of my Council and the 
people we represent.

4. Burton on the Wolds water Reclamation Works is overloaded and, although 
minor improvements are proposed there is no capacity for the treatment of 
Sewage from a development of this size.

3. the capacity of the existing culverted section of the water course 
beneath Brook Street is inadequate to cater for the run-off from the site - 
during storm conditions thereby exacerbating existing flooding problems in 
this part of the village. 


6. There is insufficient frontage available to Melton Road to provide 
adequate visibility for users of the proposed Estate Road serving the 
development. é& 


. 7. Brook Street is considered inadequate in width and construction to cater 
for additional traffic and the cross road junction of Seymour Road, which 
Serves Brook Street, with the B76 and Barrow Road lacks satisfactory visibil- 
ity splays. The additional traffic generated by the development would create 
a danger to other road users at ‘this unsatisfactory road junction. 

3. Burton on the Wolds is situated astride a curving section of the B676 some 8 
5 km east of Loughborough. The Majority of its development is relatively modern : 
and has extended up the valley slopes particularly to the south and east. Mature 

trees and patches of woodland are much in evidence, conveying the impression of a 
Settlement smaller than it is, The appeal site is located on the north-east side (@

that the Biospiral treatment unit which your clients are willing to finance, would S 
meet technical standards. However, they regard this additional unit to the main 

Plant as contrary to good management and engineering practice. Nevertheless, in my 


I consider, therefore, that it would be unreasonable to oppose the 
Proposal on these grounds. 


6. The Council agree that some form of balancing: reservoir on site to inhibit 
surface water discharge to the brook would be feasible. The: Parish Council and 
local residents express concern that existing flooding would be aggravated and 
point to the problems which a similar facility nearby has created. I have care- 
fully considered these points. However, balancing reservoirs are a recognised 
solution to the problem of excessive rates of discharge.

a Be Local residents also fear that traffic generated by the proposed development 
would increase dangers for road users, particularly children who have to cross 
Melton Road in conditions of limited visibility. These are matters which the local 
highway authority are concerned with and I consider it significant that they have 
now withdrawn their objections to the proposal. I too take the view that the 
proposed access arrangements which formed the basis of your clients' agreement with 

hem, are satisfactory in terms of layout and visibility. Although the proposal 
would undoubtedly increase traffic flow on Melton Road, I do not consider that this 
would be unacceptable having regard to its classified status and its general 
physical standards and the speed restriction in force. 


8. I now turn to the principal issues which I have identified on the basis of the 

evidence which I heard at the inquiry. In my opinion they are twofold, firstly, 

whether the proposed development would represent an unacceptable addition to Burton 
Pi the Wolds and secondly, its likely impact on the area. 


ye Taking the first issue, you agreed with the Council that the Structure Plan 


(@iterations, fér which the Secretary of State has published his proposed modifica- 


tions, should be used to calculate housing land availability. Despite some 
reservations you also agreed that in terms of overall figures for the District a 
bare 5 year supply of land exists. You consider, however, that distributional 
aspects should be taken into account. You say that the Secretary of State has made 
a clear distinction between dweliings in principal locations and those elsewhere 

in the county. He also emphasised the need to-clarify that the balance of develop- 
ment outside that provided in principal locations would be provided in rural 
centres which are not principal locations and in other villages which include 
Burton on the Wolds. Applying this distinction you contend that there is a 

6.7 years supply in principal locations, but only a 1.4 years supply elsewhere. 
The Council argue that it is wrong to subdivide the District in this way. This is 
a view which I share. Your approach appears to me to be contrary to the spirit of 
Circular 15/84 (Annex B, paragraph 2) which indicates that studies should relate to 
complete areas rather than separate elements of an area. I find, therefore, that 
there is a supply of housing land in the District slightly in excess of 5 years and 
thus no special presumption in favour of allowing the proposal. However, this does 


not preclude it being consideréd on its merits. 


«9 10. You consider that the proposal would be part of the village and therefore it 


would be inappropriate to apply countryside policies. The proposal is for about 
57 dwellings and would be consistent with the housing and rural settlement policies 
of the Structure Plan and Alterations.
